I would like to congratulate the 
writer of Monday's Student Forum 
for the fine way he has presented 
Canada's DP policy. 

1 feel I can add considerably to 
the writer's arguments, having just 
returned from Europe on the Polish 
boat M/S Sobicski. This boat 
brought over a group of Polteh, 
Czechoslovak and Hungarian DP's 
and "political refugees". 

Among the people with whom I 
spent C-itio ten day ocean voyage, 
were six ex-Nazi SS men. I spoke 
with many DPs asking them why 
they arc coming to Canada. Their 
reply -"was that there is a good 
future for them in Canada because 
as soon as war breaks out, they 
will become officers in the Cana- 
dian Army and assist in the "liber- 
ation" of their homeland. I asked 
whether they had told the Cana- 
dian immigration authorities that 
their main purpose in coming to 
this country was to fight in a third 
world war. • They answered that in 
pointing out their war aims they 
were asked no further questions. 
The majority of the DPs were antl- 
semitic and full of praise for the 
old Hitler regime. Many openly 
told me that one of Hitler's mis- 
takes was that he neglected to kill 
all the Jews. 

From my experience in speaking 



Beaver Brigade students had been 
leadmittcd without difficulty. Fur- 
ther It did not mention that the 
students remained in Europe not by 
choice but through an unavoidable 
postponement of their return pas- 
sage. 

The complete failure of the Star 
to present an objective appraisal of 
the situation reflects the irrespon- 
sible red-baiting which can be seen 
In much Journalism today.

Besides the study in forms, 
and apart from tho technique of 
presentation of detail In a pleasing 
form, the pictorial value of this 
work is quite high. There is also 
to be seen a colorful sketch in 
watcrcolor by someone who appears 
to desire anonymity. This present- 
ation is of a powerhouse, and 
emphasizes the water spilling over 
the dam.
